Profs. Fitch, Stewart, Hinners 
and Hamilton Hold That Col- 
lege Is No Longer Liberal. 


AMHERST, Mass., June 24.—In conse- 
quence of the forced resignation of Dr. 
‘Alexander Meiklejohn as President of 
Amherst College last week, fout more 
members of the Faculty have resigned. 
John M. Gaus, associate professor of 
political science, and Walter R. Agard, 
instructor In Greek, resigned soon after 
the President’s resignation was an- 
nounced, so that» the Faculty now has 
lost six of its members as a result of the 
Meiklejohn incident. 

Those whose action became known to- 
night. are Dr, Albert Parker Fitch, pro- 
fessor of the history of religion and 
biblical literature;= Walter W. Stewart, 
professor of economics! Howard E. Hin- 
ners, organist, choirmaster and Instrtuc- 
tor in’ music, and. Walton Hale Hamil- 
) The res- 
ignations; each of’ ‘which is dated June 
25, will be sent to. the Board of Trustéés 
of the college tomorrow. - 

In a letter to the board accompanying 
his. resignation — Rev. Dr. Fitch 
wroté: 

**I anrunable, to’ — either thé. de- 
cision of the board as to President 
Meiklejohn’s removal or thé manner in 
which it was accomplished. ,“o do. that 
would seem a violation of all the canons 
of intellectual integrity and moral can- 
dor for which, in the past, Amherst has 
stood.. Nor am I able to associate my-’ 
self with a’ new régime in which’ dis- 
interested teaching and .free® inquiry 
would appear tobe no longer possible.’’ 

The plans of Dr. Fitch, who is now in 
California, have not been announced. 

In a letter ‘to George A., Plimpton, 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees,- 
Professor Stewart, who is at present on 
léave of absence from the college as 
director of the Division of Analysis and 
Planning of the Federal Reserve Board 
at Washington, said: 

“The attitude of. the trustees upon 
the educational issue has been made evi- 
dent by their demanding the resignation 
of President Meiklejohn. I am convinced 
that by that action they have made it 
impossible to realize at Amherst’ the 
ideal of a liberal college:’’ 

“I feel that I cannot. honorably 
acquiesce either in the decision which 


j|removed President Meiklejohn from of- 


fice or in the kind of influence which 
was exerted to bring the board to that 
decision,” Professor Hinners’s letter 
said. “‘ Nor can I, believe that Amherst 
College will find it possible, during the 
next few years at least, to continue the 
liberal. policies which it has —* 
pursued.”’ 

Professor Hamilton has accepted the 
headship of a new graduate school in 
economics at Washington, D.C. His 
letter of resignation said in part: 

"I cannot’ offer my formal resigna- 
tion without saying that the recent ac- 
tion of trustees and\ the manner in 
which it was taken seemed ‘to make it 
clear| that the Amherst College of/the 
immediate future will not be a place in 
which» one, can engage in — 
teaching and study.” 

The attitude of Dr. Meiklejohn on ub: 
éral education policies was said to-have 
been responsible for the clash with the 
Board of Trustees which ended in. his 
resignation at the request of the board.

SPITEFUL SUICIDE. 

Of all the reactions to the. fall of 
the German mark-perhaps the strang- 
est comes from a Prussian periodical 
quoted by the Staats-Zeitung. We 
have heard the fall bemoaned as a 
disaster, held up as a lesson, and at- 
tacked as a piece of infamous trick- 
ery. All manner of reasons have been 
advanced for it, some blaming it on 
the French, others on the German in- 
dustrialists, others on the Versailles 
Treaty and still others on a thousand 
irrelevant objects. It remains for this 
Prussian authority, however, tq hail it 
with a sort of savage joy. It opposes 
all.efforts to stabilize the mark once 
it has become’ apparent that its de- 
‘cline is ‘being used. by the Allies as a 
means of breaking German resistarice. 
There is only. one thing to do—“ to 
“ threaten the interftational financiers, 
vho also hold‘ London and Paris in 
“their toils, with this inevitable de- 
“ struction. of ~Germany’s currency. 
“The certain ‘destruction of Ger- 
“many’s international credit is- the 
“ revolutionary blow with which the 
“ German people, fighting for its free- 
‘** dom, can make answer.” 

Were. the present ‘situation . not 
fraught with tragedy,. such a piece of 
childish reasoning would be laughable. 
It sounds like the story“of Tom Saw- 
Lyer meditating suicide in order to spite 
his family. By forcing the continued 
depreciation of the. mark the Germans 
‘ate simply increasing their own suf- 
fering. They are making living con- 
ditions impossibly djfficult and invit- 
ing the cruel hardships which the peo- 
ple of ‘Austria: suffered. . Inasmuch as

RADIO AND AIRCRAFT IN WAR. 

The International Commission of 
J urists representing the United States, 
ffreat Britain, France, Japan and 
Italy which; acting unde? a resolution 
of the Washington conference, drew 
up a code to govern aircraft and radio 
in warfare, dealt with agencies” that 
are still in a state of evolution. As 
a weapon. of offense the airship is 
much, more formidable than it was 
when the armistice arrested military 
operations in the World War. — The 
speed of the airplane has been in- 
creased to more than 240 miles an 
hour, and it-may be 300 niles before 
the end of this year.. Bombs of 2,000 
pounds can be dropped from it by a 
simplé mechanism. Machines with a 
capacity of tons of explosives, and 
fitted with batteries of guns for of- 
fense as well as defense have been 
built. . To bring these terrible engines 
of destruction within-the restraints of 
rules of waf sanctioné@ by The Hague 
conventions has become. imperative. 
‘The duty of drawing up a code de- 
volved..-upon the nations that. were 
parties to the naval treaty, Pecause| — 
‘they had fixed no limitation upon the 
construction of military airships, con⸗ 
fining themselves to naming a ratio 
for carriers of planes to be used by 
their navies: ; , 

Radio is a giant whose powers for 
mischief as well as for usefulness are 
still too impalpable to be understood. 
Attempts to regulate its operation 
have hitherto “failed. Broadcasting 
continues to have its problems.

For the 
purpose of terrorizing civilian Popula- | 
tions, or of damaging ‘property not of | 
a military character, the aet is pro- 
hibited: Bombing or bombardment is 
permissible only in the case of enemy 
forces, military ?Wdtks, depdts, am- 
munition plants and lines’ ‘of. com- 
munication. ~ Churches, historic monu- 
ments, hospitals, scientific and char- 
itable- institutions must be spared. A 
belligerent. State violating ‘these rules 
will “be liable to pay compensation ”’ 
to its’victims. A neutral government 
must not supply a belligerent. with 
materials, supplies or munitions for 
its-airships. Private aircraft can be 
visited and searched. It will be seen 
that most of these injunctions follow 
accepted rules for the conduct of war. 
When they’ were drafted-the airship 
had not come into use. The radio and 
aircraft treaty, while. binding the 
nations parties to it to respect this 
special code, will, as in the case of 
the naval treaties, require them to 
urge the acéession of.other nations.

EX-OFFICIO OPTIMISM. ~ 

The new British-Prime Minister, 
Mr. BALDWIN, announces that’ he’ is 
an optimist. He has no sympathy 
with those who declare that Europe 
is going to the dogs and that modern’ 
civilization is a lamentable failure. 
To be sure, there is much work to be 
done, with many difficulties to be. sur- 
mounted. But all this simply means 
an appeal to those in authority every- 
where to quit themselves like . men, 
and write ‘‘Hope’”’. on all their 
banners.

"mately $18,600,000 will be borne by 
,building construction ‘in New York City 
in the next six months as a result of 
bonuses and wage inereases granted 
recently to 115,000 workers in the build- 
ing trades, it was estimated yesterday. 

Most of the workers received addition- 
al compensation of $1 a day, but me 
creases: of $2°a day in the basic rate 
were awarded the bricklayers, plaster- 
ers, hoisting engineers and one or two 
additional crafts. The estimated in- 
crease of $18,600,000 excluded overtime 
pay, which will probably increase the 
labor costs in the next six_months an 
additional $1,400,000 making the total 
Wage increase until Jan. 1, 1924, ‘ap- 
proximately $20,000,000. 

A comparison of building trades wages 
between 1903 and 1923 indicates that the 
‘highest percentage increases went to the 
composition roofers and the house shor- 
ers, whose rate of pay in twenty years 
has increased 264 per cent, The rate 
of pay for mosaic workers has increased 
186 per cent., and next come the brick- 
layers’ helpers, whose rate has increased 
185 per cent. 

Of the major trades, eleven are receiv- 
ing more than double the wages of 1916 
six .trades are receiving twice the 
amount they received in 1916 and the 
others are getting a substantial Increase. 
Most of; the trades are now being paid 
$8 to $10 a day. with $12 a day for sev- 
eral crafts. Bricklayers, mosaic work- 
ers and tile layers are being paid

One of the ‘butstanding features in the 
rise of building trade wages has. been 
the value set upon the common laborer. 
A dollar an hour, or $8 a day, is the 
pay now awarded common laborers, 
many of whom ordinarily earn higher 
wages than mechanics~—in the skilled 
trades, who are laid off frequently be- 
cause of weather’ and other conditions. 

Bricklayers’ helpers, who pile the 
brick-and mortar, on the scaffolds, fe- 
ceive $1 an hour and have steadier ‘em- 
-ployment than _bricklayers, 
the skilled men are laid off on account 
of rain or shortage of material’on the 
job. the labtrorers are used in the in- 
terior of the building to clean up and 
do other’ odd jobs. It developed during 
the recent strike of bricklayers that the 
laborers assisting’ the; mechanics were 
‘quite, satisfied with thelr lot and had ‘no 
, destre to become bricklayers because of 
the time hazards in the skilled trade. 
The laborers receive $44. for a forty- 
four-hour. week, excluding overtime.

maintain organization. at the highest 
possible point. In many industries, 
wages in Indianapolis are in the front 
rank. 

‘‘The institution of joint negotiation 
and of the trade agreement has operated 
as successfully and consistently in In- 
dianapolis as elsewhere. 

‘* In only a few cases has Indianapolis 
industry felt the. effects of the cam- 
paign by. the Associated Employers of 
Indianapolis to an appreciable extent.’’

Ten days Will be required by the foun- 
dation to present its evidence, its atten 
neys have estimated. 

The defense attributes the Govern- 
ment’s suit to set aside the sale of the 
seized German patents to the founda- 
tion to Mr. Metz, and ita lawyers have 
set out now to establish that he is an 
‘‘ invisible plaintif ’’ in the interest of 
the German chemical trust which hopes 
that bya Government victory in this 
case title to the patents will revert to 
the Germans. : 

One alleged inconsistency developed in 
the Metz testimony is that while he is 


opposed to the foundation and is alleged |' 


to have inspired the charge that the 
American Dyes Institute conspired with 
others to effect it, one of his companies 
obtained membership in the institute 
and three of them subscribed to $50,000 
worth of the foundation’s stock. 

It is expected’ that the defense will 
bring out evidence to explain Metz’s 
membership in the institute and why 
the foundation accepted his $50,000 sub- 
scription. 

Mr. Metz has Been requested to pro- 
duce certain important letters and led- 
ger records ‘involved in his agency for 
the Farbwerke-Hoechst’ Company, a 
German dye house, but he has -empha- 
sized that these records already are in 
possession of the Alien Property Cus- 
todian and that’-some of the letters 
asked for are in possession of those to 
whom he addressed them, Metz having 
made. no copies of what he considered 
‘‘ personal ’’ matters.

MAKES REPLY TO BEVERIDGE 


Fears Split Among the Republican 
Leaders Makes League and 
Court the Issues. 


NEWCASTLE, Ind., June 24.—Keen

Republican appeal from Wash- 
ington that American international re- 
lations should not be thrown into poli- 
tics and that the people should give im- 
partial and non-partisan cousidera tien 
to such questions as the League of Na- 
tions and the ‘World Court. He ex- 
pressed his regret of ‘‘ evidence of wide 
difference among leaders ofthe party 
in power’’ on the questions which, he 
said, he feared will be issues in the 


‘| next presidential primaries. 


In support of his argument in favor 
of the international Court, Mr. Ralston 
warned his audience that the Govern- 
ment right now is planning the next 
draft, the kind ot clothing the soldiers 
shall wear and the kind’of weapons to 
be_ used. 

Opponents of the World Court offe> no 
plan aor — other wars, the 
spea clared heir only sugges- 
tion, a said, was for the United States 

set an éxample of rectitude and 
justice that will. make other nations 
follow ‘it.

Schuecking Says the Tribunal

THH HAGUE, June 24.—Professor 
Walter Schticking, who will be the first 
German Judge to. sit on the World 
Court bench when the Court holds a 
public session tomorrow ‘to discuss the 
case of the steamer Wimbledon, has an 
international reputation in the legal pro- 
fession. He will be one of the lecturers 
at the International Academy of Law, 
which will be opened in July. Professor 
Schticking is the author of a recent pub- 
lication onthe covenant of the League 
of Nations. 

The Wimbledon case, which involved 
the navigation of fhe Kiel Canal, is con- 
sidered the most tmportant that the 
World Court has yet had before it. Not 
only is it the first contested case, but 
it is also’ am; example of compulsory 
jurisdiction. Germany /has “appointed 
M. Schiffer,- former: Minister of Justice, 
to assist Professor Schiicking, who. will 
als§.be accompanied by M.. Martius, 
Councilor of the German Legation, in 
‘the capacity of a technical delegate. 

In a talk with THs NEw Yor« ‘Times 
correspondent Professor Schiticking. said 
that Germany’s attitude’ toward the 
World Court was identical with that of 
the United States. The fact that a Ger- 
man Judge had béen appointed for the 
Wimbledon cage, he said, had made the 
Court more popular. The issue in Amer- 
ica, he remarked, Was being followed in 
Germany ‘with keen* interest. 

** Germany a1so wants a feal interna- 
tional -court, if possible independent of 
the League; he said, although . Ger- 
many would grobably join’ the; World 
Court even {f it is not possible ‘to: sever 
it from the League.’ 

The League had once been véry popu- 
lar ih Germany and much idealized, Pro- 
fessor Schiicking said; but it had now 
become very unpopular, especially since 
the time when Germany was regarded 
as hectic tr to. be a member, though 
Liberia h been.. admitted on’ equal 
terms with the other States.

Inability to trans- 
port mining machinery over the poor 
roads and wilderness trails and. lack of 
capital to sink shafts have retarded

The Fishing Industry. 


Being the easiest to pursue, requiring 
the least capital and being the most ac- 
cessible to transportation, the fishing 
‘fhdustry has. so far been the principal 
activity of Alaska’s pioneers.

The tremendous incfease in the produc- 
tion of "automobiles in the United States 
and the increased output of rubber mer- 
chandise, it is' expected, will show. record 
breaking importations of crude rubber 
into the.country for the fiscal year end- 
aed June 30, 1923.
